Tuesday and Wednesday, practically 
the entire state has received a benefic 
' elal wetting. 
The rain struck Oklahoma City at 
8.10 o’clock, preceded by a severe 
widstorm continuing for several min­ 
utes. The wind during that period at­ 
tained a velocity of thirty miles an 
Pour, and continued during the rain. 
The total rainfall here was .40 inch, 
the greatest since Alay 30, when a 
trifle more than an inch of 'precipita­ 
tion was recorded. The last previous 
rainfall was on June 18, when .21 
inch was recorded. 
The state of Oklahoma as a whole 
has not had a really big rain since 
November, 1909, according to a state­ 
ment of Director Slaughter of the 
weather bureau. There was an aver­ 
age rainfall in Oklahoma previous 
to last 
night’s 
precipitation, 
since 
January I last, 
was 
nine 
inches, 
which amounts to about one and one 
'half inches a month. 
Only meager reports of rainfall 
were received from over the state at 
•the local bureau up until midnight, 
due to the fact that the storm play­ 
ed havoc with the telegraphic ser­ 
vice. The storm that reached Okla­ 
homa City was largely local, said Mr 
Slaughter. 
The temperature dropped about 20 
y es between 7 o’clock and 8:10 
Thursday was one of the most sultry 
day® Oklahoma City has experienced 
for weeks, due to the unusual humid­ 
ity of the atmosphere. Showers are 
predicted for today.

WORK BEING DONE BY 
SOUTHERN (OM. PONGRESS 
Washington, D. C., July 7.—The ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Southern 
Commercial Congress has unanimous­ 
ly accepted the invitation to hold its 
next annual convention in Nashville, 
in the spring of 1912. The Nashville 
invitation came from the Industrial 
League and the Board of Trade. 
The 1912 convention will be the 
second in the great series of meet 
ings covering the five years that par 
ariel the five appalling years of the 
Civil war. The first went to Atlanta 
and typified the physical recovery of 
the South. The second, to be held in 
Nashville, will deal with, the triple 
theme—agriculture, 
education 
and 
immigration. The third will be held 
in New Orleans in 1913, when an in 
ternational event will be made of the 
opening of the Panama Canal and 
the South’s relation to th e commerce 
of the world. The fourth will 'be (held 
in Oklahoma in 1944, and deal with 
the magic growth of trans-M ississippi 
territory, as a type of the change 
going on in the south. The fifth will 
be held in Richmond or Washington 
in 1915, just one hundred years since 
peace with the Mother Country and 
fifty years since peace at home. 
These semi-centennial celebrations 
do not recount the history produced 
between 1861 to 1865, but exploit na­ 
tionally the victories along construc­ 
tive lines during fifty years of peace 
Fully ten thousand Southern Bus 
i ness men, statesm en, captains of in­ 
dustry and finance, will gather in 
Nashville, 
and 
the 
program, com­ 
prehensive in its scope, national in 
its purpose, is being prepared. The 
agricultural portion of the program 
will be under the direction of Clar­ 
ence J. Owens; the educational -un 
der James S. Thomas; and the im 
migration under LeRoy Hodges, eaej 
being Commissioner with the Con 
gross, under the subject assigned to 
him. 
Referring to the general work of 
the Southern Commercial 
Congress, 
Managing Director Da we today said: 
“It can be best defined as a union 
of effort to change the minds of 90,- 
000,000 people. All that the South 
needs is a change of mind on the part 
of her sons so that they may become 
more positive and affirmative, and, if 
you like, more aggressive; 
(for all 
of these things are of the m ind); and 
that the mind of the millions out­ 
side of the South shall become en­ 
lightened as to what the South really 
is and has and will 
be. 
Our 
-work 
goes on continuously and is altogeth 
er related to producing a change of 
mind. The five great annual meet­ 
ings, with the meeting of 1911, will 
set millions right; for we do not use 
the unhappy years of the war except 
as a starting x>oint for great con 
structive victories th at the South is 
yet to achieve.

To Settle Ma ny Indian Land Suits 
Lawton, Okla., July 7.—That some 
settlem ent may be 
reached 
shortly, 
whereby thousands of acres of land 
in eastern Oklahoma may be releas­ 
ed by litigation on suits brought by 
the government is the promise given 
by W alter L. Fisher, secretary of the 
interior, in a letter to Congressman 
Scott Ferris, received h re Thursday. 
“It 1s hoped that because of the 
large interest® involved the cases may 
be advanced for hearing and decis­ 
ion,” says Secretary Fisher, in his 
letter.

‘Tn the hurried preparation of data 
as a basis for these proceedings, mis­ 
takes undoubtedly were made and 
some suit® instituted that should not 
have been. Many of these ‘have, how­ 
ever, been dismissed and recently I 
have been in correspondence with At­ 
torney General Wickersham with a 
view to devising acme plan by which 
all such suit® can be disposed of 
speedily, and expect when he has re­ 
ceived some further information from 
his representatives in the field, to 
have a conference with him. In the 
meantime, however, I 
shall submit 
for his consideration a copy of your 
communication.’’ 
In the hope of relieving the situ­ 
ation of eastern Oklahoma which is 
said to be demoralizing real estate 
conditions there, Mr. 'Ferris some­ 
tim e ago submitted to Hie interior de­ 
partm ent a detailed suggestion for a 
settlem ent of suits providing for dis­ 
missal of those which were found to 
be in question and payment in equity 
of additional value found by' special 
commission, to be due on the Indian 
lands involved.

MAGAZINE EXPLOSION 
Washington, Ju ly 7.—The cause of 
the explosion on the battleship Maine 
in the harbor of ‘Havana over thir­ 
teen years ago will never be known, 
declares General Bixby, 
chief 
engi­ 
neer in charge of raising the vessel. 
Genera! Bixby’ said that a 'portion 
of the deck over -the magazines was 
blown upward and laid backward and 
there- were numerous conditions bf 
the hulk wihich proved this. No ex­ 
plosion from the outside, said the 
general, could have caused the samv 
result. 


What the prim ary cause of the ex­ 
plosion w as,’’ 
said 
General 
Bixby, 
never will be Larn ed.” 
General Bixby does not believe the 
bodies of those who lost their lives 
will be found on the Maine. He says 
they are probably buried two hun­ 
dred feet or more from the wreck in 
the mud. 
While Inspecting the work Gen- ra! 
(Bixby prodded around the bow of the 
vessel. He found by his soundings 
that at least two-thirds of the bow 
was absolutely wrecked. The 
sides 
had been practically blown away and 
were buried in the mud. This, he 
said, 
showed conclusively that the 
w reek of the Maine was caused by* 
an explosion within the vessel.
